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Abstract 

The reconstruction of a mammalian embryo uses lymphocytes as the source of donor nuclei. The 
recipient may be an enucleated oocyte. The embryo so prepared may be brought to term, used in 
recloning techniques or used to prepare embryonic stem cell lines.
